Where wit] you end ?- ‘What 
an Augean Stable is Corruptim ? —What a defor- 
med Montter is a fancing Army ina free Country P— 
What a many headed Hydra ~is a general Excife?—You 
have attick’d all The’e, like Hercules, but, like Hercules, 
you have not vanquifh’d Them —You have, like that anti- 
ant Heroe, endeavoured to deflroy the Centaurs; a Sort of 
marauting Tax-gath:rers 3 bvt you have not yet fubdued 
Them. You have likewife attack’d the Stympbalides ; 
thofe unclean Birds of Prey, who eat up the Fruits of 
the-Earth,-and whofe very Touch is Pollution; but 
you have not been able to put Them to Flight 
You have alfo, for many Years comb.ted the Lernaan 
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the prefent Decline of their Trade ( notwith{tanding an 
Excife to fapport it) an evident Proof of fome bad Ma 
nagement ? — Hath it not already oblig’d them to redu-e 
their Dividend ?— Have they not attempted to reduce it 
ftill lower ?—Hath it not brought them under the pre‘ent 
critical Dilemma,with relation to their Bonds? » 

After This, you took Notice of the S. §. Company. 
You exprefled, very early likewife, your Sentiments with 
relation to the Managers of thet Corporation. You ob- 
ferved that the Affente Trade was a / fing Contra; and 








Drazen; bat with Grief I obfrve that your Warfare 
hath bees hi herto un‘uccefsfel Noy, thouid you be 
able, by unwearied Courage and Perfe.erarce, to tri- 
umph over thefe Monflers, the:e are nzw ones fpringing 
up e¥ery Day. which even another Her:ules would find 
it difficult to defroy. 

I fhall here drop the Allegory, :nd come to the 
Point propofed in this Letter. by marking ont one Evil, 
whih I apprchend to be of the moft dangerous Confe- 
quence to the Nation. 

I profefg my fel, Mr. D’Anvers, an Enemy to Com- 

' paniesy as you have often done; That is, to all trading 
Confederacies, inveficd with exclufive Powrrs. Tdonot 
only look on the/> Monofolies as utterly deftre€ive to all 
free Commerce, but »s wealthy Combinations, which may 
prove very fatal to Liberty. ~ 

I wou'd not be underftood t2 mean, when I talk of thefe 
~gncor porated Bodies, the bonef Creditors of the Publick; to 
whom I think the tendereft Regard ought at all Times 
to be paid; as They lent ther Mo~ey for the Service, and 
on the Faith of the Government. For this Reafon, their 
Inteveft will always be confider’d ; and if ever they fhould 
faffer, it wil], it ow be wholly owing to the wicked 
Manageinent of Thofe, who have been intrufted with the 
Power over their Properties. 

I am forry to obferve that you, Sir have been too pro- 
phetical, in your Remarks on this Subje*t s and had any 
Credit been given to your Predictions, They might have 
‘been of fome Ufe to the wxbappy Proprietors. A plain 
and effectual Remedy was long ago pointed out; which, 
if it had been then taken, might have cured what, f am 
afraid, is now grown a chronical Difemper, which will 
require long Time and a fevere Regimen to eradicate. 

You have often explain’d the evi] Confequences, which 
muft actend the Power given to the Dire@ors. to coin 
. Money, in the Shape of Bonds; to enter into chimerical 
Proje8s of Trade ; to permit, perhaps, to connive at, and 
‘be Themfelves concern’d with the Company's Super-Car- 
gees, Faflors and Captains in the Frauds and Embezzle- 
ments of their Effetts. 

You fet out very early, even fix Years ago, in ex- 
plaining fome Frauds in the E. India Companys and 
foon after you hinted at fome others, in the Method of 
buying and felling the Company's Goods, You made fome 
proper Obfervations on the Prattice of putting fal/e 
Samples on their Goods, at the publick Sales ; by which 
means Thofe, who were let into the Secret, made infa- 
mous Gains at the Company's Expence, and to the Preju- 
dice of the Lome? Buyer. 

Have not all thefe Charges «

that the afmual Ship, which was granted to the Compa 
ny as an Equivalent for it, produced no Advan‘age: to the 
Company, whatever it might do to Direor:, Captains, 
and Swpercargees ; vefides the general Difadvactage it 
brought upon our African and American Trade, occaiion’d 
hy theis Tende's. Sloops, and FaGories fertled there. 

You have oft-n made it appear that this avaual Sip 
nad occafion’d frequent Differences: between the two 
Crowns, and expofed oar Merchants to almoft conflant 
Depredations and Infultss the Spanfards being always fe- 
cure from any Reprizals, by having {0 large a Pledge in 
cheir Hands. 

Well, Mr. D’ Angers, what Treatme :t did you receive 
for all thefe feafonable Notices ?——Was you not in{ulted,. 
and reproach’d as an Enemy to publick Credit; difaf- 
fefled to the Government; a Friend to the Spaniards ; 
a Difturber of the Peace ; and a Forger of Scandal? —— 
Was you not charged, by one of their Fairs witha very 
wicked Defign of depriving the Company of an bhonef 
Sub-Governor, and the City of a worthy Reprefentative ; 
for which~He received the Thanks of the faid bomeff 
Sub-Governor, and Direfors ? 

But hath not all you have faid of this Company pro- 
ved true? Have not the Direfors Themfelves ‘been 
forced to own that They have fuftained great Loffes in 
Trade, and that greet Frauds have been committed in 
the Mznagement of it?———Were We not lately 
med ina ® printed Paper, calculated for the Purpétes 
of gertain Géntlemen, “ That it was the unhappy 
«Cafe of the Scuth Sea Company, that the Grant of 
«an annual Ship, defigned to make Amends for the 
«¢ Lofs, which They knew muft and has attended the 
« Introduétion of Negroes, inflead of anfwering the End, 
“for which it was granted, has proved a /:fing Trade; 
«s of which every Proprietor may be convinced by in- 
«« fpeéting the Company’s Books. 

-« The ill Succels of this Trad: hath been attributed 
“ chiefly to two Caufes; the frequent Reprifals, or 
«s Seizures, made by the Crows of Spain on the Com- 
‘« pany’s Effeéts, and the Mi/management, not to fay 
“ worle, of the Servants of the Company. The frft 
“© Canfe-is of fuch a Nature that it cannot be reme- 
«© died ; and the Company's Trade muft always remain 
«* expofed to any Difference, or Mifunderitanding between 
** the two Crowns, and -oftentim:s the Trade it‘elf oc- 
«« cafions that Mifunderftanding wh'ch expo%es the Com- 
«« pany’s Effeéts to Seizures. As to the laft Claufe, Mif 
‘© management of Servants, Experience teaches us what 
“* to depend upon; and whilit Supercargors and FaZors 
« want Eftates, and Direfors have Relations to pro- 
«s vide for, or other Views to carry on, we may flat 
«© terour felves in vain either with Redrefs or Amend 
** ment. 

And yet did not the eworthy Sub-Governor himfelf tell 
us, in his Speech, fome Time ago, that the Company 
was not one Farthing in Disburfe on Account of Trave? 
Though He hd juft before confefs'd that the Company 
had fuftain'd in/uppo: table Loffes in Trate, which obliged 
Them to reduce their Dividend from Six to Four per 
Cent. in order to account for the immenfe Load of-the 
Bond-Debt, and to annihilate a confiderable Part of their 
Capital, for the Payment only of balf of it ? — Have 
They not acknowledged their Loffes in the Greenland 
Trade ?———Have They not given it up? — Have not 
fome Perfons thewn a manifeft Inclination likewife to 
give up Part of the American Trades even that Part 
of it, which alone was pretended to be profitable ? 

Thus ftands, at prefent, the Cafe of thefe two great 
| Companies, and the Proprietors have the Mortification to 
find the Truth of your Obfervations confirm'd by the 
Confeffion of their Direfors Themfelves. One of thefe 
Societies made fome Applications to Par/iament lak Sef- 
fion, which will probably bring Them there agiin; and 
We have been told that the other hath Thoughts of ap 
plying there for forhe Indulgence, without which They 
find it impofhible to continue their Trade with Advantage. 

The Cafe of the charitable Corporation is likewife fill 
depending before that auguft Afimbly, and the Gentlemen 
of the York Buildings Company feem'’d refolved to feck 
Relief, or Juftice, in the fame Places fo that our Repre- 

tatives would have Bofinefs enough to employ their 
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Thoughts this Seffion, thorgh They had no f . 
site or Excifes to encounter. 7 n° fasting 
fhall conclude with an Obfirvatiog. which you h 
o'ten made and hath been too fully verify’d in bate In- 
ftances; wiz. that {uch Corporations gre not only defiruc-

Hague, Jan. 13. The States of tiof and and >? 
Fricfland re afiembied this Diy. Baron Wstchten“onck, 
Envoy Extraordinary. from the Eleétor PJatine to the 
Court pf Great Britain, is arrived hee in his Way ta 
London. We have this Day Letters from Seville. wih 
a Confirmation, and.ceriain Advice, that the * ‘a:quis de 
Santa Crux, late Governor of Oran, has been found a- 
mong the Spami/h Prifoners at A/zier : That the fiid Mar- 
= had kept him/elf for fume Time untnown, vider a 
titi us Name, which he, before his Sally out of Oran to 
fight the Moors, had fignified to hs Confort, and chief 
Friends, the Name by whch he might conceal himielf ; 
however, the A/cerines having difcover’d hint to be the 
Marquis Santa Crux, have fer a Ranfom upon him of 
20,000 Pieces of Eight. There is alf> among the Prifo- 
ners Brigadier Va/aelagnos. The Court of Spain, on this 
Account, but particularly in regard to the Marquis beirg 
alive, is very joyful; and ‘tis affured that he isthe first 
whofe Ranfom will be:paid, and alfo the other Officers.

AtaMecting of gréat Numbers of Merchants, Ta- 
Bers, and other Inhabitants of the Borough of South- 
wark, on Monday laft, it was agreed to a€t with the ut- 
méft Unanimity, and by all dutiful and lawful Methods 
ftrenuoufly to, oppofe any new Excile, or any Extenfion 
of Excife Laws, under whatever Name or Pretence it 
may be rary 3 and a Committee of twenty-one of 


the principal Traders in the faid Borough was appointed 
% wait on their Reprefentatives with the faid Refolu- 
tion, and in the moft e:rneft Manner requeft them, in 
@he Name of the faid Merchants, Traders, and Inhabi- 
tants, to oppofe with the utmoit Vigour and Refolution, 
any Motion of that Kind in the Houfe of Commons ; 
for fhould iuch Excife Laws take Effe¢t, it will be highly 
prejudicial to the Trade, Manufatures, and Navigation, 
BS well as —- to the Liberties of the whole King- 
dom. 

On Tuefday next both Houfes of Parliament wil! meet 
at Weftminiler, in order to fit and do Bufisefs, purfuant 
to his Majefty’s late Proclamation to that Purpofe. 

On Satuffay laft a Meflenger arrived at Whitehall, 
from Mr. Keene, the Britifh Minifter ac the Court of 
Spain, with Advice, that his Catholick Majefty had con- 
defcended: to enlarge the Term for the Commiflaries ap 
pointed to adjuft the Differences between the two Na- 
tions, with re{peét to the Depredations of the Spaniards 
upon the Ships and Effects of the Britifh Merchants for 
three Years longer ; which it is thought will be an Ad- 
vantage to———— the Commiflaries. 

Edward Turnor, Ef; of Lincoln’s-Inn, will {peedily 
be advanced to the hereditary Dignity of a Baronet of 
Great Britain. 

The Proétors of Doétors Commons have had feveral 
-Mectings in the Dining-Room adjoining to the publick 
Hall in Dottors Commons, in voles to appoint proper

We hear that Admiral Stewart will be appointed to 
command the Fleet of Men of War which will go up the 
Mediterranean early this Spring. 

The Spanith Embaflador is making great Preparations 
for celebrating the Birth-dey of the King his Matfter, 
which is pext Week; all the Minifters of State are in- 
vited to dine with his Excellency thae Dy, at his 
Houfe in Ormond ftreet. 

Whitehall, Jan. 6. His Majefty has been pleafed to 
order his Conge d’Elire to be fent to the Dean and 
Chapter of the Cathedral Church of Norwich, for eleét- 
ing Reber: Butts, Door of Divinity, and one of his 
Majefty’s Chaplains in ordinary, to be Bifhop of that

His Majefty has alfo Leen pleafed to order his Conge 
@Elire to be fent to the Dean and Chapter of Briflol, 
for eieéting Charles Cecil, Doétor of Divinity, and one 
of his Majelty’s Chaplains in ordinary, to be Bifhop of 
that See, vaid by the Death of Dr. William Bradflaw. 

His Majefty has likewife been pleafed to grant unto 
John Conybeare, Doétor of Divinity, the Place and Di 
nity of Dean of the Caclt-dral Church of Chrift in the 
Univerfity of Oxford, void by the Death of the faid 
Dr. Wiiliam Bradfhaw. 

Captain Richard Rooth, Commander of the Ruby, 
which arrived in 65 Days from Jamaica at Briftol the 
2d Infanr, writes, that he {poke with the Doriet, Ar 
thur Ellis, Mafler, bound from Jamaica to London, and 
heft her well in Lat. 32 North. In the Windward Paf 
fage he ‘poke with a Sloop, whofe People told him, 
that a Sloop freighted by Capt. Sparks from Jamaica 
for Hifpaniola, had been taken by a Guard de Cofta, 
and carried to Donna Maria Bay oa the Weft End of 
that Ifland, and hat they had been taken by a French 
Goard de Cofta, which plundered them of every Thing 
waluable; and that they were in great Want of Pro- 
vifion. 

Some Days before Capt. Rooth came from Jamaica, 
they had there very ftormy Weather, which obliged all 
the Ships at Kingfton to ftrike their Mafts and Yards; 
and notwithitinding the Guile continued three Days, all 
the Ships rode it out, (with very little Damage} ex- 

ept the Cornwall of and for Briftol, Captain Rolles, 
whofe Cables parted, and the was in great Danger of 
having been forced aa Shore. 

On Saturday, at the General Quarter Seffions of the 
Peace held for the City and Liberty of Weftminfter, two 
Bills of Indiétmoat, preferr'd (by Thomas De Veil, Ef;

At 2 Metting of a great Nuihber of eminent’ Gro- 
cers of the ‘City of London and Borough of South- 
wark, &c. Jam 3, 1732, Refolved, 
That the Grocers here piefent will aét unanimoufly, 
and as far as lies in their Power, ufe the moft duti- 
ful and lawful Means they can, by themfelves and their 
Friends, moft ftrenuonfly to oppofé any new Excife, or 
Inland Duty under the Excife Laws, or any Extenfion 
of the Excife Laws, under whatfoever Name or Title 
it may be sttempted. 

And whereas many of us here prefent are now un- 
der the Excife, and have been great Sufferers on that 
Account, fometimes by our own or Servants Oiniffions 
without any fraudulent Defign, but oftner by the Neg- 
leé&t, Miftakes, or Ignorance of the 'Excife Officers, and 
have been fo much difturbed in our Trade, that fome 
of us have already, and now more are leaving off the 
Trade of Excifeable Goods, tothe great Damage of our 
Families; that were @ farther Excife laid on more 
Goods which we fell, it will not oly be next to impof 
fible to carry on our Trade as Grocers, but, as we ap- 
prehend, it will be highly prejudicial to Trade in ge- 
neral, and may . dangerous tothe Liberties and Pro- 
erties of the whole Kingdom. 

We do likewife unanimoufly agree, that we will write 
to our Chapmen and Friends in all the Cities and Bo- 
roughs to which we trade, that they will make it their 
earneft’ Requeft to their feveral Reprefentatives, and o- 
ther Friends and. Neighbours who have a Seat in Par- 
liament, that they will likewife oppofe any new Ex 
cife, or any Extenfion of the Laws of Excife, unde: 
any Name or Title what{oever. 

That a Committee be appointed to aét in Concert 
with the Committee of Citizens, Merchants, aad Tra- 
ders of London, appointed for that Purpofe. 

We hear from Chatham, that on Tuefday Mornirg 
laft the Wind blowing hard at §.S. E. and S.S. W. 
his Majefty’s Ship the Royal Oak, a Guardfhip in that 
Hasbouy, broke from her Moorings, and run foul of 
the Durfley Galley, and damaged her very much, alfo 
the Hulk was drove on Shore near Upner Caftle, and 
had received much Damage, befides feveral other Vef- 
fels in that Harbour, that had parted from their An- 
chors, and were forced on Shore, at Gillingham and in 
Long- Reach. 

From the Downs we hear thaton Tuefday Morn- 
ing they had a terrivle Storm of Wind at S. S. E. and 
S. W. when a Jamaica Man, outward-bound, was drove 
from her Anchors, and run fowl of the Hallifax, Capt. 
Butler, and carried away his Foremaft and Bow/prit, 
together with all his Head Sails, feveral others loi 
their Anchors, «nd Signals of Diftrefs were jcard for 
many Hours’; five Ships were drove on Shore between 
Sandwich and Ramfgate, as al{ his Majefty’s Sloop the 
Bonetta, having loit hes Anchors, Foremaft and Bow- 
P {prit. - The Adventure, Capt. Penhallow, for Jamaica, 
funk at her Anchors, but all her Hands were faved by 
the Affiftince of feveral of the Deal Boats that were 
out. Much Damage mere we fear is done, but the 
Particulars are not yet known.
